Their first reason for 
declining VJhitev/adl^i wliich was sent to them after a call in my presence by Pkcket ^o-.-ks, 
whjgh before rejection for a good reason had predicted it woukd be the best-selling books' 
of 1965, was tliat they would hatofe been more tempted "I if I had gone farthur afield."
